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THE DEPUTY leader of 
Medway council has 
revealed it is inevitable key 
services will have to be cut 
so the council can save a 
staggering of £15 million. 

Councillor Alan Jarrett said the 
council faces “a real challenge” in claw¬ 
ing back a £6.4m overspend this year 
and dealing with an expected £9m cut 
in government funding next year. 

Mr Jarrett told Yourmedway: “We 
have taken and must continue to

take stringent measures to bring the 
budget into line, which has meant 
cutting temporary staff, not filling 
vacant posts and stopping spending 
wherever possible.” 

Services that have already been 
slashed include Medway’s leisure and 
creche facilities, while mental health, 
children’s and community services are 
all currently under review. 


Mr Jarrett blamed the cutbacks on 
the Government’s “miserly” compre¬ 
hensive spending review, which sets 
out the pot of money available to local 
authorities for the next three years. 

Although Medway will only find out 
its precise share in December, the 
deputy leader said he expects the 
budget to be lower than its current 
annual allocation of £71m. 

He said: We are determined to pro¬ 
tect services to the most vulnerable in 
our society - older people, children 
and people with disabilities.”

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Hoo will pay high 
costs of eco protest?

THE COST of Greenpeace’s 
two-day protest at 
Kingsnorth power station 
could rise to more than 
£ 100 , 000 . 

The eco-campaigners caused more 
than £20,000 damage to the Hoo 
plant’s 200-metre chimney after scal¬ 
ing it and daubing ‘Gordon’ in giant 
white letters down its side. 

A police spokesman said the 36- 
hour protest cost the force £32,000 - 
but this does not include the cost of 
scrambling the Kent police helicopter. 

Activists chained themselves to 
high-tech machinery inside the power 
station, but the damage this caused 
has yet to be calculated. 

More than 60 eco-campaigners took 
over the station on the morning of 
October 8 in protest against plans to 
build a new generation coal-fired 
plant on the 72-acre site. 

Eighteen protestors brought the 
plant’s conveyor belt system to a halt 
and tied themselves to the equipment, 
preventing coal from reaching the 
giant furnace,. Then a five-man climb¬ 
ing crew set about scaling the chim¬ 
ney, armed with ropes and paint. 

The chain gang - made up of 12 men 
and six women - were all arrested on 
Monday evening on suspicion of aggra¬ 


vated trespass. Three of the 18 were 
also charged with criminal damage. 

The climbers - who spent the night 
on top of the chimney - gave them¬ 
selves up on Tuesday, after the plant’s 
owners E.ON served Greenpeace with 
a High Court injunction. 

Four men, aged 28, 33, 40 and 43, 
and a 33-year-old woman were arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of aggravated trespass 
and criminal damage. 

A 47-year-old Greenpeace activist 
was also arrested outside the station’s 
main gates on suspicion of conspiracy 
to cause criminal damage. 

The 24 campaigners have all been 


bailed pending the Crown Prosecution 
Service’s decision on whether to pros¬ 
ecute. 

Chief Inspector Des Keers, who was 
on site throughout the protest, said: 
“Clearly a power station can be a haz¬ 
ardous environment and I am pleased 
we managed to resolve the matter 
without anyone being injured.” 

The plans for a new plant are with 
Medway council. If rejected a public 
inquiry will be held before the 
Environment Minister makes a rul¬ 
ing.

year had a reduction by government of

and we are not expecting any better 
news in terms of our future funding.

MEDWAY council chiefs were 
expected to announce a wave of 
further cutbacks across its 
services yesterday in a bid to 
get back a projected £6.4 mil¬ 
lion overspend. 

Cabinet members met on Tuesday for 
an update on the range of spending sav¬ 
ings made since the worrying year-end 
deficit was forecasted earlier this year. 

The success of cutbacks made or 
planned in children’s and community 
services, regeneration and development, 
business support and corporate provi¬ 
sions as well as a recruitment freeze 
were due to be discussed. 

It was hoped that these measures, 


along with the axing of 32 temporary 
staff, a recruitment freeze, slashed creche 
facilities and proposals to cut leisure serv¬ 
ices, could have almost halved the over¬ 
spend - taking it down to £3.6 million. 

The council’s deputy leader Alan 
Jarrett said further savings would have 
to be made to close the remaining gap. 

He said: ‘We have taken, and must con¬ 
tinue to take, stringent measures to 
bring the budget into line which has 
meant cutting temporary staff, not filling 
vacant posts and stopping spending 
wherever possible.” 

Immediate savings could be made by 
investing in in-house foster placements 
and through restructuring library servic¬ 
es, while in the medium term changes in 
legal costs, adult education and housing 
services may yield results. 

Mr Jarrett warned that even if the £6.4 
million overspend was avoided, next 
year’s budget would prove equally, if not 
more, difficult to manage.

COUNCIL chiefs have been forced 
to apologise after traffic wardens 
slapped tickets on 20 cars parked 
on a grass verge near a football 
match - but left 10 vehicles 
untouched. 

The cars belonged to some of the 
6,000 fans watching Gillingham 
play Millwall at the Priestfield 
Stadium on Saturday lunchtime. 

Families living in Beechings Way, 
were stunned to see wardens pun¬ 
ish 20 motorists in a row for parking 
on a grass verge, only to let the next 
10 drivers parked on the same 
stretch of land off scot free. 

A middle-aged man, who did not 
wish to be named, said: “I was com¬ 
pletely gobsmacked. I saw the war¬ 
den issuing tickets to each car as 
he went down the road towards 
Twydall and assumed he’d dish 
the fines out to all the 30 or so cars 
parked on the grass. 

“With about 10 to go he just 
stopped and walked away. I could¬ 
n’t believe it. 

“I went outside my house and 


asked him why he wasn’t going to 
give a ticket to the other cars but 
he just shrugged his shoulders and 
grunted something before getting 
in his car and driving off. 

“If my car was one of those to get 
a ticket I’d be furious.”

A GYMNAST who was the world’s 
smallest baby to survive a prema¬ 
ture birth has collected gold and 
three bronze medals at the Special 
Olympics. 

Victoria Loftus, 15, put in a near flawless 
display in the vault on the final day of the 
World Summer Games in Shanghai, China. 

The Team GB star, from Chatham, also 
picked up a bronze medal in each of the three 
other events in which she competed - floor, 
beam and bars. 

Her proud mother, Sue Mackey, said: “I’ve 
always been extremely proud of Victoria, but 
words cannot express what a joy it is to be able 
to say she is now a world champion gymnast. 

“Her bars, beam and vault were the best I’ve 
ever seen them. She performed without a 
nerve in sight and positively embraced the 
experience.” 

Victoria was born three months premature,

measuring just 10 inches and weighing lib 
4oz. At the time she was the smallest baby in 
the world to survive such an early birth. 

She spent the first four-and-a-half months of 
her life in the special care baby unit of the for¬ 
mer All Saints Hospital and has been left with 
learning difficulties and a hearing impairment. 

Both conditions affect her listening and com¬ 
munication skills, forcing her to concentrate 
and practice twice as hard to learn, master 
and memorise complex gymnastic routines. 

Miss Mackey said: ‘We’re fantastically proud 
of Victoria as she’s come so far from when she 
was born. She trains so hard, putting in 13 
hours a week and sometimes training as soon 
as she gets in from school and it’s all paid off. 

‘When she competed in the classification 
events she did extremely well, scoring a fan¬ 
tastic 9.7 out of 10. 

“When her score flashed up on the board the

whole stadium erupted into cheers. 

“She gained marks at the high ends of the 
eights for the floor, beam and bars and so was 
put in to the top classification for her level, 
which meant she had very tough competition 
from the Chinese, Japanese and Russians. 

“When she did the finals she competed very 
consistently but once again, the other gym¬ 
nasts also performed without fault, so I was 
delighted she managed to win the gold for 
the vault and three bronzes for beam, bars and 
the all-round.” 

Victoria was among 7,500 athletes taking 
part in the week-long Games.

As Medway's District Crown Prosecutor, Mark Harrington talks to JON COATES about his views on 
Medway and the benefits of getting involved with community groups and supporting victims of crime

Where does the Crown Prosecution Service fit into improv¬ 
ing Medway as a place for people to live and work? 


The criminal justice system is one of our 
major public services. As part of this the 
CPS has a full part to play in improving the 
delivery of justice, improving the service pro¬ 
vided to victims and witnesses and improving 
public confidence in the system. 


This positive working relationship with 
community groups and our criminal justice 
partners has been a huge influence on my role 
as the CPS hate crime co-ordinator for the 
county and has informed our work setting up 
our hate crime scrutiny panel. The CPS is 
responsible for prosecuting criminal cases 
investigated by the police. My team and I work 
very closely with the police to ensure we build 
strong cases from the outset and we all take 
great pride in doing everything we can to sup¬ 
port victims of crime through the process.

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Trust's new treatment 
for a common disorder 


MENTAL illness affects one in four 
people at some point in their lives, 
but often sufferers are written off 
or ignored by wider society. 

But Kent and Medway director of mental 
health David Tamsitt aims to change that, and 
his team are spearheading a new, positive 
approach, focusing not just on treatment, but 
on fighting the stigma attached to mental 
illness and helping people cope with their 
problems as part of society . 

Mr Tamsitt said: “Before, we have had a 
mainly biochemical approach to mental ill¬ 
ness. We don’t want to do away with tradition¬ 
al psychiatry, but we also want to focus on 
people’s positive aspects, to help them move 
forward in their lives and maybe re-engage 
with jobs and relationships. 

“There is a stigma attached. People have a 
fear of mental illness, whereas they are maybe 
more able to cope with a physical problem.” 

To make this possible, the trust is helping 
people stay in their own homes while coping 
with their illness by providing intensive home 
treatment. This takes the services to the 
patients, which include visits from psychia¬ 
trists and pharmacists, as well as carers. 

Budget 

Mr Tamsitt said: “Dementia patients often get 
more disorientated if they are moved to a differ¬ 
ent location. If we can treat them at home, the 
outcomes are often much more satisfactory.” 

Mr Tamsitt has lived and worked in Kent all 
his life, starting out as a psychiatric nurse at 
St Augustine’s Hospital in Chartham. 

He said: “My father was a psychiatric nurse 
at the old St Augustine’s Hospital, so I was 
exposed to it from a very early age. When I left 
school I didn’t know which career I wanted to 
go in to and I’d done some casual work there, 
so it just happened from there.” 

Working his way up through the health serv¬ 
ice, Mr Tamsitt has seen attitudes to mental 
illness change over the years, but still main-

tains there is a long way to go. 

He said: “If you go back to when my career 
started, the whole attitude was that mental 
health was out of sight and out of mind. That 
has no place in today’s society. 

“People are still very concerned about talk¬ 
ing about their experiences of mental health 
and its treatment. There is still a stigma 
attached to mental health problems, although 
some celebrity sufferers have started speaking 
out. Stephen Fry is a good example, he said he 
suffered from bi-polar disorder, but still 
managed to lead a normal life.” 

Kent and Medway Trust, which is responsi¬ 
ble for the well being of more than 700,000 
people and commands a budget of £46 million, 
is set to play a leading role in changing 
society’s perception of mental illness as it 
applies for foundation status. 

Instead of being issued funds from the 
Strategic Health Authority, foundation status 
would give the trust control over its budget 
and direction, not only from the top down. 

Mr Tamsitt explained that patients and staff 
would elect a board of governors, and have a 
say in how money was spent. It would free the 
trust to explore new treatments and technolo¬ 
gies, without having to comply so strictly with 
edicts from central government. 

He said: “It is more democratic. If people 
want to get involved in running their mental 
health trust, they can.” 

If the application is successful, Kent and 
Medway Trust, one of the largest trusts in the 
country employing 12,000 staff, will become the 
first in the county to achieve foundation status. 

In January, the trust is planning a series of 
roadshows aimed at finding out what people 
want from the service and to explain more 
about foundation status. 

Mr Tamsitt said: ‘We are interested to hear 
from minority and hard-to-reach groups, and 
listen to what they want from the service.”

State-of-the-art protestors 
do get their message across 


I ALWAYS thought the stereotypi¬ 
cal pressure group campaigner fit¬ 
ted snugly into one of two descrip¬ 
tions, both as useless as the other. 

There was Tristan - a dreadlocked gap year 
student who was so passionate about saving 
the whale/polar ice caps/planet he decided to 
give up everything good in his life (part-time job, 
meat, brand-name goods, washing and so forth). 

Tristan and his loyal band of young eco-war- 
riors would hang around town centres and 
high streets all day in brightly-coloured bibs 
harassing shoppers and people on their lunch 
break for money. 

The result? The once pleasant stroll from 
office to Boots/Marks and Spencer and back 
turned into a daily gauntlet, forcing hungry 
workers to zigzag down the high street trying 
desperately to avoid making eye contact with 
Tristan et al in order to pick up a sarnie. 

Then there was Roger - a middle-aged, mid- 
dle-England activist, who grew so passionate¬ 
ly about his precious pressure group that his 


life and his cause gradually became one and 
the same. 

It’s OK to want to save the dolphins, Roger. It 
becomes weird, though, when you constantly 
wear your hand-knitted dolphin jumper, have 
450 framed pictures of dolphins hanging in 
your front room, are known around town as 
‘that dolphin guy 5 and have a porpoise pal in 
your bath tub. But it seems those days are gone. 

I think last week’s meticulously-planned 
protest at Kingsnorth power station, carried out 
by passionate Greenpeace campaigners, actual¬ 
ly stands a chance of making a difference. 

Petitions are great - and have their place - 
but I feel you’ve got to do something, and do it 
well, to gain the respect and attention you 
need to instigate change. 

Climbing up a chimney or chaining yourself 
to some machinery is nothing new, but by kit¬ 
ting themselves out in high-tech equipment I 
think the protestors have send a powerful 
message to Mr Brown. 

It seems the protestors were fully kitted out 
with mobile phone, cameras and lap-tops, giv¬ 


ing a constant stream of updates and pictures 
from inside the power station to the countless 
TV crews and journalists waiting outside. 

Their meticulous operation should be 
applauded by any one who does care. 

By toughening up and taking risks, these 
protestors may actually kick up enough of a 
stink over the plans for a new coal-fired plant 
that the powers that be may have no option 
but to throw them out, something a petition on 
its own would not have achieved. 

I think more protestors should follow 
Greenpeace’s lead. The general public would 
have more time for pressure groups such as 
Fathers-4-Justice if they spent more time on 
serious, well-planned campaigns like this one 
and less time dressing up as Batman. 

Let’s just hope Gordon Brown does the right 
thing now and bin those plans for the coal 
power plant.

The Labour councillor 
for River ward 
tells us about 
representing the 
area and his life in 
Medway 


What is your background and what does 
your job entail? 

I trained as an accountant and have run a successful cus¬ 
tomer service training company for the last 10 years. I was 
born in Rochester, attended three schools in Medway and 
have lived here all of my life. I've been a councillor for 12 
years and help my constituents with issues from graffiti in 
Brampton to campaigning to re-open the flyover in Chatham 
to working closely with our excellent neighbourhood police 
and community support officers. I am also the Labour group 
spokesman on children services, which means scrutinising 
the Tories management of schools. Recent issues have been 
the lack of consultation on the connexions service for young 
people and the proposals to create an academy in Strood. 

What are your favourite aspects in terms 
of representing River ward and what ini¬ 
tiatives are you currently working on? 

Working with local people to improve the services they 
receive from the council and other agencies, fighting cam¬ 
paigns such as the one to save Brampton post office from 
closure and helping make the streets safer by building the 
relationships between people and the neighbourhood police 
team. Making a difference to one person is very rewarding. 
For example an elderly resident in Brampton was waiting 
for a new sink for his bathroom. Knowing that he would be 
able to use his bathroom because the sink had been fitted 
was very rewarding. There is a bid for World Heritage sta¬ 
tus for the dockyard and Brampton. This will help to put 
Medway on the map. As the ward councillor I am very 
proud to be involved. I also work closely with Project 
Reignite in the Brook Lines neighbourhood in Chatham. This 
helps local people with training and advice and is a very 
good example of drawing the community together.

Campaigning for our 
post offices 

Brompton Conservation Association 
and other local residents this week 
launched a campaign to save 
Brompton post office, which is threat¬ 
ened with closure by the Royal Mail. 

A petition was signed by 700 peo¬ 
ple in just six hours and handed to 
the Mayor of Medway at the full 


meeting of Medway council. 
Signatures are still being collected. 

Brompton Conservation Association 
chairman John Jones and Brompton 
traders have also met with Paul 
Clark, MP for Gillingham, and were 
assured of his support with the cam¬ 
paign. Paul has pledged to lobby the 
Post Office to save Brompton from 
closure. Bob Marshall-Andrews and 
Jonathan Shaw are also supporting 
the campaign. 

Medway council will consider the 
issue at the community services 
overview and scrutiny meeting on 
October 30 at 7pm at the civic cen¬ 
tre in Strood, following a request by 
Labour spokesman Councillor 
Teresa Murray. 

The Post Office is holding a consul¬ 
tation which continues until 
November 12. Please write to:

It is important to stress how well 
used the post office is by local people 
and by those from further afield. 

The aim of the campaign is to 
demonstrate an overwhelming case 
for retaining Brompton post office. 

Here are some of the reasons 
which you should consider in your 
letter to the Royal Mail. 

We must tell the Post Office that it 
has made a mistake in Brompton 
and should never have even consid¬ 
ered closure for such a well used post 
office at the heart of the community. 

Brompton has many elderly people 
who rely on the post office and would 
struggle to get to Gillingham or 
Chatham. Similarly there are many 
single-parent families who use the 
Post Office and many army families 
who rely on the post office to contact 
family members serving overseas. 


Nearly 20,000 people live within a 
mile of Brompton post office and it 
is regularly used by residents from 
St Mary’s Island, Chatham historic 
dockyard, New Brompton, Old 
Brompton and Melville Court as 
well as those stationed at the bar¬ 
racks and in army quarters on The 
Lines. It is also used by businesses 
from Chatham Maritime, the dock¬ 
yard, by the university, by students 
and by local traders. People travel 
from Strood and from the Hoo 
peninsula to use Brompton post 
office and it is far more convenient 
than those in our town centres. 
There is massive regeneration hap¬ 
pening in Chatham Maritime and 
rapid expansion of the universities 
as well as the imminent move of 
Mid Kent College to the Lower 
Lines. The demand for the services 
at Brompton is therefore set to grow 
significantly, not least with the move 
of Medway council to Gun Wharf. 

Brompton is part of the world her¬ 
itage site bid and closure of the post 
office would rip the heart out of 
Brompton, with disastrous implica¬ 
tions for other traders in the high 
street. This would be bound to affect 
the bid for heritage status. 

This is a well used and successful 
post office which should be encour¬ 
aged to offer additional services. 

The Brompton Conservation 
Association is co-ordinating the 
campaign, so please send a copy of 
your letter to the Post Office to their 
chairman, John Jones at 16 
Prospect Row, Brompton. You can 
speak to John on 07886 601725. 

The campaign to save Brompton 
Post Office is especially important 
now that the council is moving its 
offices to Dock Road.

FANS of the cult comedy series 
Father Ted will be pleased to hear 
that Ardal O’Hanlon is coming to 
Canterbury. 

The Irish funnyman, 42, shot to fame as the 
endearingly gormless Father Dougal McGuire 
in the hit Channel 4 programme. 

Audiences at his new stand-up show will see 
a similar persona to the naive priest, but with 
the extra edge that comes with age. 

“I’m a bit more manic than people are used 
to,” he said. “Basically, it’s a 40-year-old man 
having a rant about things that annoy him. 
But you can’t stand still in comedy, you have to 
keep moving forward.” 

Getting on stage and trying to make a 
roomful of strangers laugh sounds like an 
extreme way to combat shyness. But for 
O’Hanlon, it was a way of breaking the chains 
of chronic nervousness. 

He said: “I was very shy when I was younger, 
but stand-up was a way of expressing myself 
and making myself heard. 

“There are lots of ways to confront fear and 
this had a lot of potential. I’ve always lived in 
fear, whether it’s worrying about war or 
thinking there’s a poltergeist in my house.” 

He was already enjoying a successful stand- 
up career before his big break came along in 
1995, having picked up the Hackney Empire 
New Act of the Year Award in 1994. 

But the critical acclaim and level of affection 
off-beat Father Ted attracted took the whole 
cast by surprise. 

“It wasn’t a gamble for me, because being 
asked to do anything on television was great,” 
he said. “None of us had any hopes for Father 
Ted really. I was very surprised at how much 
people loved it, but it was fresh and different. It 
was something that we were all very proud of.” 

After leaving university, O’Hanlon was 
inspired by the alternative comedy scene in 
Britain and decided to set up the celebrated 
Comedy Cellar Club in Dublin. 

But he was forced to move to London to 
pursue his career and escape the scrutiny that 
came with being the son of a prominent Irish 
politician. 

His success in Father Ted opened the door 
for more opportunities, including the lead role 
in the BBC sitcom My Hero. 

“My Hero was what it was,” he said with 
honesty. “I really liked the cast and the idea, 

but after five series I felt a bit trapped. 

“It wasn’t challenging any more, so I 
wanted to do other things and concentrate 
on stand-up.” 

Despite his success as an actor, stand- 
- up has always been O’Hanlon’s focus. 
L Originally destined to be a writer or 
B journalist, he found a freedom in 
^k stand-up which he describes as 
^k “liberating”. 

A He said: “It’s my favourite form of 

■ comedy because it’s so personal and 

■ I’m not doing other people’s 
V material. That’s what makes it so 

special. Comedians need to be 
original and have their own voice. 

^ “Doing shocking stuff just for the sake 
of it doesn’t interest me. I just try to 

wrong-foot the audience and make them 
giddy. I want to surprise and delight them.”

Invasion of 

Nicole's lieart

ON the surface she would seem to 
have it all, but despite beauty, 
fame, movie success and wealth 
actress Nicole Kidman admits 
none of it has protected her from 
the pain of heartbreak. 

In fact, the Oscar-winning actress admits 
that since separating from ex-husband Tom 
Cruise she suffered a “deep loneliness”. 

“There’s something about not sharing with 
someone else, if you don’t have a partner, 
which leaves you feeling very alone,” she said. 

Not even a stellar career - with movie suc¬ 
cess in films such as Moulin Rouge!, The 
Others and her Oscar-winning turn in The 
Hours - could match her yearning for love. 

“I always wanted someone to sweep me off 
my feet and have children with them,” she 
said. “To me love was more important than my 
career every time.” 

Last year, she married country music singer 
Keith Urban and reveals that although she is 
already mum to adopted kids Bella, 14, and 
Connor, 12, she is keen to have more children.

Nicole also ended up consulting a shrink to 
understand how her screen character ticked. 

“I play a psychiatrist and my father is a psy¬ 
chologist so I grew up with that,” she said. 

Nicole appears in The Invasion alongside 
James Bond actor Daniel Craig and is glowing 
in her praise about him. 

“He is a very fine actor,” she said. “He has an 
enormous amount of talent. You want to have 
people around you who inspire you and who 
are so good at what they do, then it’s fun to 
come to work every day.” 

The pair are set to appear together again in 
one of this year’s most eagerly-awaited movies, 
The Golden Compass, based on the best-selling 
Philip Pullman novel, The Northern Lights. 

It’s yet another choice role for the actress, 
but despite her continued success Nicole says 
she is still constantly surprised at the way

things have turned out - and reveals that she 
constantly doubts her acting ability. 

“When I first came to America from 
Australia I remember driving past the 
Broadway sign and seeing my name and 
thinking Who would think that you could 
come as far away as Australia and have your 
name in lights on Broadway?’. They say it can’t 
happen, but it can.” 

It didn’t just happen - it happened big time. 
The star is now the highest-paid leading lady 
in Hollywood. 

But despite the enviable earning power and 
pick of the top movie roles, it’s clear Nicole 
would trade it all for what she has now, peace 
of mind and a happy home life. 

“It has been turbulent at times.” she said. “But 
I am peaceful right now and just enjoying that.”

SILVER-bearded Johnny Bames 
has been camping on Bermuda’s 
Crow Lane roundabout for about 
five hours each weekday for more 
than 20 years. 

The former bus driver has been spreading 
goodwill by blowing kisses and shouting T love 
you’ at passing commuters and tourists since 
an epiphany in 1983. He makes for a rather 
curious sight on an upmarket island famed for 
a certain degree of cool, colonial reserve. 

While Johnny is not overly discerning about 
the objects of his affection, his welcome does 
sum up the spirit of an island paradise which 
many travellers instinctively link to garish 
shorts and disappearing aircraft. 

Even Barry Manilow voiced reservations 
about the Bermuda Triangle and who am I to 
argue? 

Undeterred by the crooner’s warblings, I 
hopped on a Bermuda-bound plane and was 
soon totally bowled over by this tiny north 
Atlantic island. 

Bermuda has a big advantage over the 
Caribbean in its proximity to the UK. 

You get a Caribbean vibe and sub-tropical 
temperatures all within a six-and-a-half hour 
flight from London or a two-hour return trip 
from New York, if you tack on a shopping spree 
in the Big Apple to cash in on the cheap dollar. It’s 
easy to see why the rich and famous and lucky 
holidaymakers are bewitched by Bermuda. 


PARADISE: Bermuda's is a chain of seven main islands 

Pretty houses sugar-coated in shades of mint 
green, powder blue and lemon yellow nestle 
among lush green palms, their white lime- 
washed rooftops - to purify rain for drinking 
water - glinting in the sunshine. 

The slightly cooler months from November 
to March make up the golf and spa season. 

Bermuda’s hotter season - beach and sizzle 
- runs from April to October, and is the best 


time to experience the island’s famed pink 
sand beaches, tinged that dusky rose colour 
from flecks of purplish coral. 

Popular Horseshoe Bay is vaunted as one of 
the top 10 beaches in the world. 

Sea-lovers are offered a plethora of water 
sports from wind-surfing to jet-skiing, glass 
bottomed boat tours and swimming with 
dolphins - but where the local coastline really 
excels, is diving. 

Nicknamed Shipwreck Alley, Bermuda is 
ringed by 200 miles of coral reefs dotted with 
more than 300 shipwrecks to explore. 

Novice divers can still be wowed by the reefs 
four-eyed butterfly fish and brain corals by 
trying ‘helmet diving 5 - a form of undersea 
exploration where you wade along the ocean 
floor with the aid of a ‘breathing helmet’. 

If you haven’t brought your sea legs there’s 
always a stroll along the old Bermuda Railway 
Trail to occupy you, or a horse riding trip with 
Spicelands Trail Rides. 

Bermuda is a chain of seven main islands 
which form a fish-hook shape with the two 
main towns located at either end. 

The World Heritage site of St George, with its 
twisting cobbled streets and forts, is Britain’s 
second oldest settlement in the New World and 
contrasts with the more modern capital 
Hamilton - Bermuda’s commercial centre. 

Another highlight of any trip is Bermuda’s 
signature dish of rum-spiced fish chowder. 

In fact, the island’s famous Gosling’s rum is 
in pretty much everything here and the Dark 
‘n’ Stormy rum cocktail is the perfect way to 
wash down your Bermudan experience. 

As Johnny Bames might say: ‘You’ll love it.”

Brian's killer moves 
just not up to scratch

HE was first to be booted off this 
year’s Strictly Come Dancing and 
admitted he was rejected for ball¬ 
room lessons as a child - so just 
where does Brian Capron go now? 

“Yes, it’s true, I was rejected from ballroom 
dancing lessons when I was 11,” said Brian, 
otherwise known as Corrie serial killer 
Richard Hillman. 

“My mum wanted me to do the lessons and 
I got paired with this rather nice 15-year-old 
girl who thought I was a horrible, greasy- 
haired nincompoop. After three lessons it all 
fell apart!” 

With this admission, you might wonder why 
on Earth Brian agreed to take part in this 
year’s Strictly Come Dancing. 

Despite having been to drama school, 60- 
year-old Brian insists he has steered clear of 
tripping the light fantastic ever since that first 
foray as a schoolboy. So how come he changed 
his mind? 

“Well, all my friends and relatives seem to 
absolutely love the programme, and out of all 
these so-called reality shows it seems to be the 
one with a genuine challenge,” he said. 

But the judges hated him - and his profes¬ 
sional dance partner Karen Hardy, who was 
last year’s winner with cricket star Mark 
Ramprakash. 

Brian and Karen were slammed and called 
‘wooden’ for their Godfather-themed waltz. 

This week a smiling Brian said he thought 
they were just trying to find fault and they 
completely missed the irony in the serious, 
Mafia-style dress and facial expressions the 
couple chose. 

The flip side is that he and Karen have both

landed roles as pundits and commentators for 
the remainder of the series, so they will be 
there until the end. 

Brian had hoped to show people there was 
more to him than the evil killer in Corrie (or 
the Grange Hill teacher remembered by most 
30-somethings). 

“If I had been in for long enough, I think peo¬ 
ple would have seen I’m a little bit different,” 
he said. 

Of course, it’s well known that most women 
find a man who can throw some shapes on the 
dance floor extremely attractive, and Brian’s 
wife Jackie is delighted with her husband’s 
new skills. But their son, 11-year-old Louis, 
wasn’t quite so keen - Brian says he’s not sure 
ballroom dancing is quite cool enough to get 
the seal of approval from him. 

“My little boy is actually a very good break- 
dancer, so that’s another reason I wanted to do 
it, to get one over on him,” he said. 

Now he won’t get the chance, of course, and 
there is a part of him that sympathises with 
Karen, last year’s winner. 

“I thought, bloody hell, she’s drawn the short 
straw. But after a time you just put that out of 
your mind. It’s an old cliche, but you just take 
one week at a time and do the best you can.” 

Despite being in pretty good shape for a 60- 
year-old, Brian admitted he struggled with the 
gruelling training schedule - dancing for at 
least four hours every day for weeks. 

“I’m the only person I know who has never 
been to a gym in their life. During training 
you’re sweating and you’re breathless and you 
want to stop because you can’t do any more, 
and also your feet and your legs ache so much 
at night. I wish I hadn’t given away that foot¬ 
bath I used to have!”

THE KINGSDOWN BAND: The band 
I— was formed when Terry Poulson and 
Roger Cramphom met at a Kingsdown School 
function in 1989 and discovered they had both 
played through the 60s and, notably, both per¬ 
formed at the legendary Top Ten Club and Star 
Club in Hamburg during that period. 

Neither having picked up a guitar for some 
years, it seemed like a good idea to get 
together. Two other members were added 
and a four-piece 60s band was formed. 

The Kingsdown Band was the obvious choice 
for the name, as three of the four guys lived in 
Kingsdown village. They were fortunate to live 
in and around Deal as there were several 



excellent brass musicians in the area, having 
settled there after leaving the Royal Marines, 
and a three-piece brass section was added 
some years later. 

After several personnel changes along the 


way, they now have probably the best line-up 
the band have ever had and their numbers have 
swelled to nine musicians. 

They are in great demand for weddings and 
perform a vast range of music covering all 
decades, from the 60s to the present day. 

In recent months the band entertained large 
crowds at the Picnic On The Green, at the Deal 
Memorial Bandstand, for Walmer Parish 
Council and at the Faversham Hop festival. 

They are also playing at Covent Garden in 
London next month.

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Charity wild at Dr Martin 


WILDLIFE conservation experts at 
a local animal park have branded 
producers of top ITV drama Doc 
Martin ‘irresponsible’ after a recent 
episode said badgers could infect 
humans with tuberculosis (TB). 

Bosses at Wildwood, between Canterbury 
and Herne Bay, were left incensed by the 
claims and have even called for the producer of 
the show, Philippa Braithwaite - wife of its 
star Martin Clunes - to be sacked. 

The episode featured a mum and her child 
burning a badger on a bonfire which they 
thought had contracted bovine TB. 

The charity, which runs the 40-acre animal 
park, claimed the distressing scene wrongly 
assumes all badgers carried the deadly 
virus. 

Trust chief executive Peter Smith said less 
than one per cent of cases of human TB can be

traced to cattle - which can catch TB from 
badgers. 

He said: “It is entirely irresponsible to allow 
these types of storylines to go uncontested. 

“It doesn’t matter if it is the wife of a famous 
TV actor who produces the show, we still want 
her to resign. 

“The message they were promoting - that 
badgers are the main cause of deadly bovine 
TB - is simply wrong.” 

Mr Smith said the trust had received 20 
emails from worried parents whose children 
had visited the animal sanctuary within 24 
hours of the show being aired. 

He said: “This message is simply wrong and 
it will scare future generations of children 
unnecessarily. 

“We have school parties to our wildlife park 


all the time and it is grossly irresponsible of 
the producers to insinuate that badgers are 
the cause of TB.” 

The strong protest from the wildlife experts 
is backed by a government report from 
DEFRA which earlier this year suspended the 
culling of badgers. 

The move followed confirmation by 
scientists that there is absolutely no proof 
mass slaughtering led to a reduction of cows 
being infected by TB. 

A spokesman for the show said: “All our 
story lines are thoroughly researched before 
filming begins. 

“And we have a GP to advise on medical 
issues to ensure authenticity and accuracy. 

‘With regard to this particular episode the 
character of the doctor does actually stress 
that the chance of a human contracting 
tuberculosis from a cat or badger is very rare, 
and that it was conjecture rather than a 
confirmed diagnosis.”

'Northern hot-spots' 
are dosing the divide 

THE traditional North-South divide in 
the current property climate is closing, 
according to a market expert, with the 
number of house-buyers moving out of 
the South East on the rise. 

David Bexon, managing director of 
SmartNewHomes.com, said: “The North- 
South divide has long been a contested 
area of debate in the property market. 

“However, our latest monthly index 
reflects the trend of a narrowing gap, 
with northern hot-spots proving the 
most popular with new home-buyers 
and driving up prices. 

“Strong inward migration has been 
recorded, 3.8 per cent in the North and 
1.3 per cent in the North West, compared 
with contrasting outward migration in 
the South of -4.6 per cent in the South 
East and -9.5 per cent in London. 

“However, despite continued outward 
migration in the south, generally with 
an annual price fall of 15.3 per cent in 
London, it remains the most expensive 
location to buy a new home. 

“The average new home in the South 
East will cost a new home-buyer 26 per 
cent more - £310,828, compared with an 
average of £228,784 in the North West.” 

Tracker and variable are 
most popular mortgages 

CONSUMERS are confident in their 
financial security and believe that inter¬ 
est rates have now peaked, according to 
a new suvey. 

The Spicerhaart Financial Services 
monthly survey says that as the Bank of 
England announced the decision to hold 
the base rate in the wake of the credit 
crunch, the percentage of borrowers 
opting for variable mortgages increased 
for the third consecutive month. 

According to the survey, the proportion 
of variable mortgages rose to 21 per cent 
in September, up from 19 per cent in 
August. Tracker mortgages in particular 
are becoming increasingly popular and 
are at their highest percentage this year, 
with 19 per cent of borrowers choosing 
them; this figure is 13 per cent higher 
than at the same time last year. 

Although fixed-rate products continue 
to dominate, with 79 per cent of borrow¬ 
ers opting for these in September, two- 
year fixed rates have fallen for the sec¬ 
ond month to 48 per cent. The proportion 
of borrowers opting for longer-term 
fixed-rate mortgages, of between seven 
to 25 years, remain relatively stable. 


GOOD, bad or indifferent? There 
has been a starkly mixed reaction 
to Chancellor Alistair Darling’s 
pre-Budget report, announced last 
week. 

The two issues to provoke the greatest com¬ 
ment were the lack of stamp duty reform and 
the raising of the inheritance tax threshold. 

Robert Bryant-Pearson, chief executive of 
Allied Surveyors - the country’s largest inde¬ 
pendent firm of chartered surveyors - said: “I 
am both surprised and frustrated that stamp 
duty did not feature in the pre-Budget report. 

“The current stamp duty system is insuffi¬ 
cient and seriously flawed, and the Govern¬ 
ment has missed an opportunity to revolu¬ 
tionise the system by scrapping existing 
threshold triggers. 

“I firmly believe that the first £200,000 of

any property sale should be free of duty and 
thereafter a single fixed rate should be 
payable, but importantly only on the amount 
over £200,000. 

“It is ridiculous that currently in a sale at 
£250,000, the purchaser pays £2,500 in stamp 
duty, but at £250,001 this rockets to £7,500 
because the next three per cent band applies - 
not just the part above £250,000, but to the 
entire price.” 

David Bexon, managing director of 
SmartNewHomes.com, was equally as scathing 
about Mr Darling’s pre-Budget report. 

“The Chancellor has let down first-time 
buyers across the country, ignoring the poten¬ 
tial benefits of scrapping stamp duty for those 
taking their first step on to the housing ladder. 

“While the commitment to longer-term, 


fixed-rate mortgages will prove valuable in 
offering vulnerable buyers security, it will do 
nothing to ease the initial costs incurred when 
buying a new home. 

“The Government needs to take action now 
and scrap stamp duty for first-time buyers if it 
does not wish to be responsible for their con¬ 
tinued decline. If these buyers stay away, there 
is a real risk the market will go into freefall.” 

There was some relief for the Chancellor, 
however. For example, David Austin, manag¬ 
ing director of Property for Life, a property 
investment consultancy, was pleased to see a 
higher inheritance tax threshold. 

He said: ‘We welcome Labour’s pledge to 
raise the inheritance tax threshold for couples 
to £700,000 by 2010. While the majority of 
buy-to-let investors with a portfolio of proper¬ 
ties will not benefit immediately from this 
change, millions of people are set to be better 
off financially in the medium to long term.”

VW a quick step ahead 
of slow motion solutions 


WHILE the industry grapples with 
grandiose long-term answers to the 
waste, pollution and C02 emissions 
of cars, VW has just launched a 
clever stopgap. 

So impressive, yet relatively simple, is the 
ultra-green VW Polo Bluemotion (from 
£11,995) - first of several Bluemotion VWs - 
that you ask why the approach has not been 
tried before. 

But it has; VW produced a miser’s Mark II 
Polo in 1983 known as the Formel E - E for 
economy. The German giant also produced a 
Lupo city car in 1999 averaging 90+mpg. 

The common denominator is higher gear 
ratios for optimum fuel consumption. 

It’s not rocket science and nor are other fea¬ 
tures enabling the Bluemotion to average 
70mpg with ease and emit 20 per cent less 
C02 than its standard equivalent. 

Better streamlining - a re-worked grille and 
front end, smaller door mirrors and a rear 
spoiler - also make this Polo more economical 
and quieter on the motorway.

Weight has been pared away too, notably 
through light yet elegant spoked alloys; return¬ 
ing to key-only central locking and by deleting 
air-con on the entry-level Bluemotion 1 to save 
weight, engine power and emissions. 

These could have been slashed further by 
axing power steering, but unassisted parking 
on modem superminis calls for superhuman 
muscles, so VW lightened the system and, con¬ 
sequently, the drain on engine and economy. 

The steering can feel ‘distant’, but road-going 
rally types won’t buy this car anyway, especial¬ 
ly when they note the harder compound, high¬ 
er profile tyres for lower rolling resistance - 
great for economy, but not for hugging bends. 

But think of the demand from company car 
users. Further tweaks should not only make 
the Blemotion eligible for zero road tax, but 
exempt from the London congestion charge. 

And you don’t have to suffer for helping the 
planet; the Polo is a decent drive and does not feel 
gutless even with the higher ratio five-speed box. 

It also has all the practicalities and virtues 
of a normal Polo: space, build quality and the 
extra status that comes with that badge.

More and more put 
off retirement date 


EMPLOYEES across the county 
are starting to take advantage of 
new laws allowing them to post¬ 
pone their retirement, according to 
a recent survey. 

The new regulations, introduced last 
October, have seen one in five employees 
quizzed pushing back their traditional retire¬ 
ment plan, the CBI and business services firm 
Watson Wyatt survey says. 

CBI South East regional director Malcolm 
Hyde said: “Encouraging the new right to 
request postponed retirement seems to be 
working well and both employers and staff 
value this flexibility. 

“Firms want to retain employee skills and 
experience, while staff can enjoy a phased

retirement, or can continue working flexibly to 
boost retirement savings. 

“However, this early success is founded on 
the company’s ability to have a final say on an 
individual’s retirement date.” 

Twenty-two per cent of employees approach¬ 
ing retirement asked for it to be postponed and 
companies granted almost three quarters (72 
per cent) of these requests. 

More employees are expected to request post¬ 
ponement and the proportion of firms offering 
a range of options, including full and part-time 
work at retirement, has increased since 2006. 

Half of employers surveyed nationwide 
offered the option to continue full-time employ¬ 
ment, and 44 per cent allowed employees to 


continue working while drawing a pension, up 
from only 24 per cent last year. One in five 
employers (21 per cent) allowed phased retire¬ 
ment, an increase on 16 per cent last year. 

The survey also revealed South East compa¬ 
nies remain committed to providing pensions 
for staff, even though the high cost of funding 
final salary schemes is damaging business 
competitiveness and investment. 

Mr Hyde said: “Businesses are determined to 
help provide a decent retirement for their staff 
and see a good pension scheme as a big advan¬ 
tage when recruiting. It is encouraging that 
staff and businesses are seeing contribution 
schemes as a valuable vehicle for retirement 
savings, and that contributions from firms are 
rising. But too much money is left by staff not 
joining a pension scheme, or failing to take their 
company up on its highest level of contribution.”
